Washington, April 5.—Next Satur- 
day night, at a Jefferson day banquet 
in New York, James M. Cox, of Ohio, 
itular leader of the democratic party, 


‘will set forth what he believes to be 


the issues of the congressional elec- 
tions this fall. 

Cox already has announced his in- 
tention to get into the forthcoming 
campaign with all his energy, and he 
has been resting up in the south 
preparatory to the long haul ahead. 
What he has to say, therefore, ag the 
leading speaker for the democrats at 
their New York meeting, will be sig- 
nificant as disclosing what the demo- 
crats will stand upon in fighting for 
their return to power in the two 
houses of congress. 

Thus far congress itself hag done 
nothing which would constitute an is- 
sue, unless it were the fact that it 
has done little. 
as well as democrats, who have comb- 
ed the country for sentiment, reports 
have been brought to leaders here 
that the people are impatient with 
the house and genate. Business wants 
to know what, if anything, is to be 
done about a tariff, for example, and 
republicans, as well as democrats, ad- 
mit that there is dynamite in what- 
ever congress does about it. 

Campaign Under Way. 

Meantime the democratic campaign 
is well under way. And, while local 
issues usually render municipal elec- 
tion of little national significance, 
democrats are finding cheer in the out- 
come of city elections in three states 
Tuesday. With a democratic mayor 

ed in Kansas City, Mo., and dem- 
eratic victories in six other- smaller 
Missouri cities, democratic leadérs 
here professed to see Missouri run- 
ning along in its old time form again. 

They were particularly elated at 
the Kansag City result because the re- 
publican governor of Missouri had per- 
sonally entered into the municipal con- 
test with the declaration that election 
of the democratic candidate would be 
regarded as a reflection upon the re- 
publican state administration. 

Election of a democratic mayor over 
a republican in Hartford, Conn., was 
viewed with great satisfaction, and 
the fact that James Cox, of Benwood, 
W. Va., a democrat, won the may- 
oralty contest against‘ the republican 
incumbent was held to be timely. 

However little these straws may 
show, the democrats for two years 
have been grasping for straws and 
these look good to them. 

Hull Touring Country. 

Chairman Cordell Hull, of the dem- 
ocratic national committee, is now on 
a swing through the country, address- 
ing state democratic gatherings in a 
dozen states or more. His purpose is 
admittedly to reorganize the demo- 
cratic forces shattered by the over- 
whelming defeat of 1920. He is preach- 
ing harmony even as Will Hays

A proposition by which, if the park 
board will give 15 arres of the north 
end of Grant park for the girls’ high 
school site, the board of education 
will purchase iv acres at the south 
end of the park and deed it in ex- 
change, was presented to members of 
the, board Wednesday afternoon. 

School Commissioner W. L. Me- 
Calley and Frank M. Inman, chair- 
man of the schools committee of the 
bond commission, were prepared to 
make formal presentation of the prop- 
osition at a scheduled meeting of the 
board. As a tribute of respect to the 
memory of Mrs. D. F. Gillespie, wife 
of the general manager of parks, who 
died Wednesday morning, the session 
‘was postponed until next Monday af- 
ternoon, 

Mr. McCalley, however, took up the 
matter with individual members of 
the board, who said they would study 
the suggestion carefully and be ready 
to act at the next meeting. 

The 15 acres within the park res- 
ervation are part of a 40-acre tract 
not included in the original Grant 

ark property, but recently acquired 
by the city from the Grant estate ex- 
ecutors. 

The ground proposed to be turned 
over in exchange is part of the Jack- 
son preperty which lies across At- 
lanta avenue from Grant park, and 
is the loeation urged by third ward 
civic organizations for the girls’ 
school.

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Liquor or Love? 
Cause Is Sought 
For Beck’s Death 


Friends Say Officer Loved 
Wife of Judge “‘Hon- 
orably.”’ 


Oklahoma City, Okla., April 5.— 
Liquor or love? 

Three distinct inquiries into the 
death of Lieutenant Colonel Paul 
Ward Beck, assistant commandant of 
Post Field, at the hands of Jean P. 
Day, former supreme court judge, are 
to prove this question. Beck was 
killed by a shot froma pistol in Day’s 
hand, when he was found holding 
Mrs. Day, struggling against his em- 
braces, in his arms. 

M. F.. Meadows, federal prohibition 
director for Oklaohma, is checking up 
to find if liquor was served at the 
party in the Day home which ended 
so tragically, or if Beck had been 
drinking previously. 

County Attorney Forest Hughes 
and other county officials, are taking 
evidence from members of the party, 
as well as from Day and his wife, 
to determine what charges, if any, 
are to be filed against the prominent 
jurist and oil magnate following the 
inquest Saturday. 

Probe at Post. 

An army commission composed of 
Beck’s fellow oficers at Post Field 
will also investigate the killing of 
the brilliant aviator, who was one of 
the first men to form the nucleus of 
the present air department of the 
army. 

Outside of the legal aspects of the 
case is a problem that is causing a 
division of opinion among friends of 
both Beck and Day. 

Beck was popular socially in Okla- 
homa Gity. He was a yalued guest 
at many functions. Mrs. Day, in a 
statement issued Wednesday, declared 
that he was a close ‘friend of hers 
and of her husband. Day said that 
he “loved him like a brother.” 


Officer Defended. 


Brother oficers of Beck declare it 
would have been impossible for him 
to be guilty of so flagrant a breach of 
any friend’s trust unless, perhaps, he 
had been drinking. Friends of Mrs. 
Day declared the officer had been in 
love with her for months, “but hon- 
orably so.” 

“Colonel Beck visited our home on 
numerous occasions,” said Mrs. Day. 
“Each time he called, previous to 
Monday night, he acted like a gentle- 
man, coming to our heme merely as 
a friend and one whom we were glad 
to see because of his geniality. He 
was a brilliant and acceptable addi- 
tion to any company. 

“Karly Tuesday morning, however, 

after Judge Day had left in the auto- 
mobile to take other guests home, he 
seized me by the wrist and threw one 
arm around me. It was a total sur- 
prise to me. 
his action. As he held me he made 
improper proposals to me. I strug- 
gled vainly to free myself from his 
grasp. It was while I was thus strug- 
gling that Mr. Day opened the door 
and walked in.” 

Mrs. ay declared that she did not 
remetaber the shooting. 

“IT remember screaming’ several 
times and that is all,” she stated. 


BOND ELECTION 


10 BE REQUESTED 


Decatur Board of Educa- 
tion Will Petition for 
Larger Appropriation 
for Institutions. 


Decatur, Ga., April 5.—(Special.) 
The Decatur bvatd of education. will 
ask the new commissioners to include 
in its 1922 budget $62,000 for the 
maintenance of the public school sys- 
tem during the current fiscal year, 


and) to authorize a special election 


to be held as svon as possible, at 
which the voters would pass upon a 
proposal to issue $59,000 of municipal 
bonds, the money to be used in the 
further development of the local school 
system. 

Last year the school board asked 
the governing body of the city for 
$39,000 for maintenance purposes and 
received approximately $41,000. Even 
that amount, however, proved insuf- 
ficient to meet the requirements, and 
a fund in addition was raised by pop- 
ular contribution and used in provid- 
ing equipment for the new high school 
building. the cost of which building 
and grounds having been provided by 
a previous bond issue. 

In preparing its 1922 budget, just 
completed, the schocl board reached 
the conclusion that $62,000 is the 
minimum amount upon which the 
schools can be cperated this year, 
so great has been the imcrease in en- 
rollment during 1921-22. 

The schools of Decatur are badly 
congested, the seating and classroom 
facilities being wholly inadequate, ac- 
cording to the authorities; for which 
reason the board will recommend a 
bond issue of net less than $59,000 
to be used building additions to ex- 
isting echool buildings and in pur- 
chasing sites for two new grammar 
school structures to be built later. 

The school budget and bonding pro- 
posal will be sumitted to the board 
of commissioners which was elected 
last Tuesday and which will take 
charge of the city government Fri-

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SHARP PARTISAN 
GLASH IN SENATE 
UPON DISCHARGE 


Two Democratic Resolu- 
tions Attacking Alleged 
Violation of Civil Service 
Rules Put Aside. 


PROTRACTED DEBATE 
ON THIRD MEASURE 


Administration’s Practice 
of Replacing Federal 
Employment Roundly 
Scored by Minority. 


Washington, April 5.—Senate re- 
publicans and democrats clashed again 
today over the question of whether 
the Harding administration has been 
observing or violating civil service 
regulations. 

Without much fuss or flurry, two 
democratic resolutions on the subject 
were disposed of temporarily, but a 
third caused protracted debate. 

The two resolutions of Senator 
Caraway, democrat, Arkansas, relat- 
ing to President Harding’s discharge 
of twenty-nine executives of the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing were re- 
ferred, with the senator’s assent, to 
the senate civil service committee. 
Qne proposed an investigation of the 
bureau case ly a special senate com- 
mittee; and the other would ask the 
president for his reasons for the bu- 
reau dismissals. 

Senator Borah, republican, Ohio, 
questioned the right of congress to 
ask the president far reasons for deal- 
ing with government employees. 

Position of Harding. 

“If the president violated the law 
there is a way to reach him,” said 
Senator Borah. 

“Yes, we could impeach him,” in- 
terrupted Senator King, democrat, 
Utah. 

Senator Borah rejoined that a for- 
mer democratic president had told 
congress that his management of ex- 
ecutive employees was none -of its 
business. 

Prior to reference of the Caraway 
resolutions, Senator Curtis, of Kan- 
sas, acting republican leader, said he 


‘and other republicans did not object 


to the requests for information if the 


preambles were stricken ott. ‘his 


Senator Caraway declined to do. 
The sharpest clash came over a 
resolution by Senator Harrison, dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi, asking the presi- 
dent for the names of all persons ap- 
pointed by executive order without 
regard to civil service rules. Repub- 
licans sought to refer this also to the 
civil service committee, but Senator 
Harrison said he did not want it 
“buried that way,” and a number of 
roll calls, divided in party lines, fol- 


lowed. 
Probe Is Proposed. 

Still another, resolution, by Senator 
King, democrat, Utah, proposed a sen- 
ate investigation of employee remov- 
als and transfers in the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue. It recited charges of 

inefficiency and _  extrava- 

and said replacements were 
reported for partisan purposes with 
attorneys “carrying on partisan ne- 
gotiations” in settlement of income 
tax claims. 

Senator King also said he under- 
stood several hundred employees were 
removed or transferred because they 
had opposed the American valuation 
tariff proposal. 

Senator Harrison finally failed to 
get acteon on his resolution, but the 
republicans also failed to have it re- 
ferred to the civil service committee. 
Under the rules’ the resolution went 
to the calendar when it was displaced 
automatically by the bill to create 
more federal judges. Senator Har- 
rison was prevented from discussing 
his resolution and the republicans de- 
feated a motion by him to direct the 
civil service committee to report out 
the resolution without delay, 


E piscopal Body 
Would Eliminate 
‘Obey’inWedding 
Would Not Require Groom 


to “Endow’” Bride in Pro- 
- posed Changes. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

New York, April 5.—Recogni- 
tion of the changed status of wom- 
en by striking from the Episcopal 
marriage ceremony the promise to 
obey, and eliminating the compulsory 
given in marriage, was proposed by 


,» the commission on revision of the 


book of common prayer, in a report 
made public tonight. 

Gaining equal rights with men in 
their marirage vows, however, the 
women would ‘ose a special privilege 
now accorded them. For the proposal 
to change the ceremony also provides 


for striking out the  bridegrooin’s 
pledge, “with all my worldly goods I 
thee endow.” 

The commission report, published in 
the form of a 230 page book and 
proposing more than 250 alterations 
and the inclusion of seven entirely 
new offices, or forms of worship, will 
be submitted to the triennial general 
convention of the church at Portland, 
Ore., next September. Under the 
constitution of the church? it cannot 
be adopted until it has been approved 
by two general conventions, but mem- 
bers ‘of the commission hope to see 
the changes finally ratified at the 
1925 convention. 

Broad Changes. 

Six pages of the report are devoted 
to the proposed changes in the mar- 
riage ceremony, the first hint of the 


breadth of the revision appearing in 
the following: 


“Make the promise of the man and 
of the woman identical in form: 

“Wilt thou love him, comfort him, 
honor, and keep him in sickness and 
in health; and, forsaking all others, 
keep thee only unto him, go long as 
ye both shall live’ ”’ 

At present the woman promises to 
“obey” and “serve.” 

The next change, eliminating the 


“compulsory giving of a woman in mar- 


riage, would make it possible for the 
clergyman to omit: 

“Who giveth this woman to be mar- 
ried to this man?” and would provide 
for the singing of a hymn or anthem 
at this point. , 

Another proposed change would 
strike “obey” from the sentences of 
espousal. 

The report continues: 

“Amend the sentence in regard to 
the ring by omitting the words ‘and 
with all my worldly goods I thee en- 
dow.’ ” ee 


Other Revisions. 


Besides the revision of the mar- 
riage ceremony the proposed changes 
include : 

“Rearrangement of the contents, 
making for more convenient use; per- 
missive shortening of some of the serv- 
ices; addition of many new prayers 
such as “for a state legislature,” “for 
memorial days,” “for social justice,” 
“for every man in his work,” “for our 
country,” and “for all nations,” addi- 
tional collects, epistles and gospel for 
special occasions, including Independ- 
ence day; enlargement of the cate- 
chism and its transformation into a 
catechetical office of instruction: a 
form of service for the burial of a 
child; prayers of permissive use in 
commemoration of the saints and for 
the departed; and a special form for 
missionary service. 

The commission, appointed at the 
general convention of 1913, already 
has made two reports, one at the con- 
vention in 1916 and one in 1919. In 
the latter year, a few changes were 
adopted. The present final report 
was expressly ordered published six 
months in advance of the Portland 
convention, “in order that the people 
of the church may be fully informed of 
the changes proposed and have ample 
time for consideration.” 3

House Votes Deportation 


For Alien Bootleggers 
And Narcotics Peddlers 


BANK DEPARTMENT 


NOT THREATENED 


T. R. Bennett, Superin- 
tendent, Issues State- 
ment in Connection With 
Litigation. 


The constitutionality of the law 
creating the state banking department 
is not threatened in legal proceedings 
brought against that department in 


many parts of the state in connection |, 


with the liquidation of state banks 
which have been closed by order of 
the department, according to a state- 
ment issued Wednesday by T. R. Ben- 
nett, superintendent. 

Mr. Bennett explained that virtual- 
all of the litigation results from 
the operation of only one of the 
statutes, this covering the right of 
the superintendent to issue executions 
to enforce stock assessments. 

Mr. Bennett said a case is now 
pending before. the supreme court 
which, when decided, will affect all 
the other cases. Should the case be 
decided adversely to the department 
remedial legislation by the legislature 
would be necessary to correct the law. 

Explains Situation. 

In explaining the situation, which 
is of much interest to state bankers 
in all parts of Georgia, Mr. Bennett 
said : 

“For several weeks vaxied injunc- 
tions have been filed with this depart- 
ment in the administration. of insti 
tutions held by it under article 7 of 
the banking act. That being the 
article governing the liquidation of 
banks and as wide publicity has been 
given these proceedings through the 
press, I regard it advisable to bring to 
the attention of the public the dis- 
positien ang procedure of this depart- 
ment. 

“Article 7 of the banking act ap- 
proved August 16, 1919, is the law 
which we are making an effort to 
follow closely, and until the supreme 
court renders a decision on the con- 
stitutionality of this article, it is the 
duty of this department to proceed in 
accordance tkerewith. 

“It is unnecessary to say that it is 
not a pleasant duty to issue assess- 
ments against stockholders and fol- 
low these assessment with executions. 
During this period of depression, how- 
ever, it has been our effort to con- 
strue these sections in a liberal man- 
ner. Therefore, after the executions 
have been issued and recorded on the 
general execution dockets in the various 
counties, thus protecting depositors 
of the bank against transfer of prop 
erty, then those stockholders who are 
disposed to pay as rapidly as possible, 
we have been inclined to accept par- 
tial payment from time to time until 
the entire amount is paid. 

Must Protect Rights. 

“On the other hand, let it be re- 
membered that while these proceed- 
ings are objectionable to stockholders 
of failed institutions, there are thou- 
sands of depositors who are suffering 
and~whose rights must be protected 
in every way possible. 

“Let it be remembered that for 30 
years prior to the passage of the bank- 
ing act approved August 16, 1919, and 
effective January 1, 1920, Georgia 
had no bank legislation, and up to 
that time depositors had very little 
protection when an institution failed. 
Then the law-makers almost unani- 
mously adopted the present banking 
code for the purpose of having an or- 
derly and equitable liquidation of 
banks so that depositors could in a 
measure have some protection. There- 
fore, the section providing for 100 
per cent assessments against stock 
holders was inserted. 

“I might say further that Georgia's 
banking act was created largely from 
the national bank law, together with 
sections selected from some of the best 
state banking acts, and is regarded by 
those who have given it careful 
thought as being the most modern act 
in the United States today. 

“Also, it is interesting to note that 
al attacks on the banking act up to 
this time are aimed at one single 
clause in a single section, viz., that 
which gives the superintendent of 
banks the right to issue executions to 
enforce the stock assessment and the 
sustaining of all these cases would 
not impair save in that one particular 
the banking act, or interfere with *its

» Decision of Court. 

Judge John T. Pendleton, in Fut- 
ton superior court Wednesday, held 
that the 1919 banking act is unconsti? 
tutional in its provisions to enforce 
payment of the. debts of insolvent 
banks by its stockholdefs, in a case 
brought by the American Trust and 
Banking company, of Savannah, which 
concern asked that the levies made 
by T. R. Bennett, state superintendent, 
be enjoined. 

The case will be tasen to the su- 
preme court, and if Judge Pendleton 
is upheld, it will mean,that all the 
levies made by Mr. Bennett, on pri- 
vate property of stockholders of about 
twenty defunct banks in Savannah, 
Cordele and Marietta and other places 
are illegal.

PLAN TO CONTINU 
WAR FINANCE BODY 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, April 5.—By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Plans are un- 
der way.in congress to provide legis- 
lation for continuonce of the War 
kiinance corporation or creation of 
some agency to furnish agricultural 
credits after July 1, when the cor- 
poration expires under the limit of 
the present law. At a meeting of 
the house committee_on banking and 
currency today, through the instiga- 
tion of Judge Charles H. Brand, an 
invitation was issued to Eugene 
Myer, managing director of the. War 
Finance corporation, to appear before 
that body on April 17 for the purpose 
of offering certain recommendations 
to be followed in extending the life 
of the institution. 

This, together with a movement on 
foot in the senate, practically assures 
the continuance of the corporation, it 
is said. A bill introduced by Senator 
MeNary, of Oregon, would extend 
the War Finance corporation for one 
year from June 30. 

Senator Harris, of Georgia, an- 
nounced today he would urge that 
congress take definite action before 
any recess to provide’ agricultural 
eredits. ‘Senator Harris also in point- 
ing out that the term of Angus W. 


McLean, of North Carolina, a direc- 
tor of the corporation, expires in the 


middle of May, and.that he is the 
only director coming from the south- 
ern states, said he hoped Mr. McLean 
would continue to serve on the corpo- 
ration because of his familiarity with 
agricultural conditions in the south- 
east and as he had made a faithful 
official. The Georgia senator snid 
much credit was due Mr. McLean for 
the successful activities of the cor- 
poration.

AT DENTAL CLINIC 


Forty-five veterans of the world war 
will be chief operators in the clinic 
at the Atlanta Southern Dental col- 
‘lege during the coming summer, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Dr. 
hk. kt. Byrnes, vice dean and superin- 
tendent of the college. 7 

These veteras are a part of th 
2,000 yocational training students at- 
tending various schools, colleges and 
universities in Atlanta under super- 
vision of the veterans’ bureau. All 
of them are suffering from some dis- 
ability received while in the service of 
their country, but under the regula- 
tions of the veterans’ bureau their 
ability must in no way interfere with 
the efficient conduct of their dental 
work ‘ 

According to T. E. Whitaker, of 
the veterans’ bureau, who has charge 
ot the rehabilitation students, these 
forty-five dental students represent 
some of the best of all vocational 
training students, for entrance re- 
quirements of the Atlanta Southern 
are so high that only applicants with 
excellent education are eligible for 
admittance to the institution. 

Further, according to Mr. Whitaker, 
dentistry is a profession requiring 
such a high degree of skill that only 
those with comparatively minor dis- 
abilities can enter into it. For ex- 
ample, a veteran with tuberculosis 
would, of course, not be permitted to 
practice dentistry, it is too delicate 
for a veteran with any more than a 
trace af nervousness, and of course 
no one whose hands are in any way 
disabled can execute the exceeding 
skilful movements of u trained den- 
tist. 

Notwithstanding these exacting con- 
ditions, declares Mr. Whitaker, the 
percentage entering into this field is 
unusually high, a great deal higher 
than any other profession into which 
rehabilitation training students are 
entering, in proportion to the relative 
numbers in various professions. 

These forty-five students at the At- 
lanta Southern will receive four years’ 
training at the college. Some of them 
are just beginning their training, 
while others have progressed to nearly 
completion. ‘Thus the clinic will have 
its usual large number of skilled ex- 
perts among the students, in addition 
to the instructors who will supervise 
all work. According to Dr. Byrnes 
the capacity of the clinic during the 
summer months will be as great as 
usual.

BLOCKING GOOD WORK. 
It is to be regretted that prog- 


ress toward carrying out the school 
system building program should 
be even temporarily halted, regard- 
less of the occasion for the delay. 

As School Commissioner Meixell 
has expressed it, “the blocking of 
the great building/ program we are 


just on the eve of beginning is 
shameful,” and those who are re- 
sponsible for blocking it are block: 
ng good work—work that ought 
not to be delayed for a moment, 
and that should be vigorously 
pressed to completion. 

As matters stand, council and 
the school board seem to be hope- 
lessly at loggerheads over a mat- 
ter of petty detail] in the expendi- 
ture of that portion of the bond 
issue money that is to be used in 
bringing our school system as 
nearly as possible up to standard 
in point of structural equipment. 

It is deplorable that such dif- 
ferences should have arisen, pa.-- 
ticularly just at this time when 
there are so many idle men in 
Atlanta who are sorely in need of 
the work contemplated, and when 
tie children of Atlanta are svf- 
fering from lack of adequate edu- 
cational facilities. 

An exhaustive survey of the 
whole situation has been com- 
pleted; we know exactly what we 
need, and exactly how every dol-

‘lar of the schools aHotment of the 


bond money should be spent to 
the best advantage to the city. 

In keeping with that survey a 
comprehensive building program 
has been prepared, officially ap- 
proved, and sentiment favorable 
to it is practically unanimous. 

The casting of a monkey-wrench 
into the machinery at this stage of 
the proceedings, when everything 
is virtually in readiness to begin 
actual construction work, is most 
unfortunate. 

The bond money for the schools 
became available at the same time 
that the allotment for waterworks 
improvements became available. 

At that time the waterworks de- 
partment, having anticipated its 
revenue and mapped out its pro- 
cram, was ready to advertise for 
contract bids; and its construc- 
ion work is now well under way. 

It is regrettable that the schools 
department could not likewise 
have been prepared in advance. 

But the fact that it was not is 
either here nor there. The point 
is that it is mow ready to begin 
work on the construction of new 
buildings, and nothing should be 


sermitted to interfere with that |} 


work. 

It is to be hoped that the cause 
-» the obstruction. whatever may 
be its merits, will speedily be 
‘roned out, and that there will be 
no further delay in carrying this 
anterprise to completion. 
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WORK ON WILSON DAM. 

The senate committee on agri- 
culture has recommended the re- 
sumption of work on the great 
Wilson dam at Muscle Shoals un- 
der the direction of army engi- 
neers, voting unanimously for an 
4mendment to the army supply 
bill providing for an appropriation 
of $7,500,000 with which to prose- 
cute this work for one year, begin- 
ning next July 1. 

This is a gratifying step in the 
right direction, and it is to he 
hoped that the recommendations 
of the committee. will be carried 
into effect. 

Whether or not Henry Ford’s 
bid for Muscle Shoals is finally ac-

What the committee on agricul- 
ture now wants the government 
to do should have been done two 
yeasr ago. 

Congress was asked then to ap- 
propriate funds for the completion 
of the Wilson dam, but it refused 


that the recommendation came 
from a democratic administration 
headed by the great president in 
whose honor the dam was named. 

But now the republican congress 
seems to be getting into the habit 
of doing things suggested by Wil- 
son and that it refused to do un: 
der a democratic administration; 
and in al] probability this Wilson 
dam development proposal by a 
republican committee to the re- 
publican congress will be ap 
proved. At least it is to be hoped 


so! 

If it is, it means the accom: 
plishment of that much toward 
the major development of this 
great southern water-power site!

South on Eve of Era of Great Prosperity, || 
Says Harvie Jordan, 


W riting F rom Texas 


By Harvey Jordan, 
Secretary, American Cotton Asso- 
elation. 

For The Constitution. 
Houston, Texas, April 1.— 
In my trip throughout the en- 
tire cotton belt, I find that the 
farmers are unable to meet their 
Obligations, are compelled to reduce 


their standard of living, and to 
strip their communities of the 
things that make them attractive, 
causing stagnation in both town 
and country. The farm population 
shows a marked decrease, especial- 
ly during the last two years, and 
the young people, especially, are 
leaving the farms and taking up 
their residences in the cities and 
towns. Negro labor is showing 
an alarming decrease in the agricul- 
tural sections, seeking employment 
in other lines. 


I do not think it will be exag- 
gerating to state that there are 
thousands of vacant farms through- 


out the cotton-producing section of 
America due to these conditions, 
which are the outgrowth of an un- 
sound agricultural policy which has 
been pursued for the last fifty 
years. After the war between the 
states, when the negro was Set free, 
he and his white master were im- 
mediately required to enter into a 
Struggle for an existence in com- 
petition with each other by the pro- 
duction of cheap products, especial- 
ly cotton. 


The old system has broken down. 
The debacle in prices of farm prod- 


ucts since 1920 has wrecked the 
worn-out shack. The south is either 
in a death struggle or on the eve 
of a new birth, and I am convinced 
that the latter is the case. We are 
on the eve of a new, more prospet- 
ous and greater south. 


Must Change System. 
In conference with leading busl!l- 
ness men, bankers, merchants and 
farmers throughout the entire 


south, I find that people are think- 
ing as never before. The state- 
méent waS made to me over and 
over that the old order of things 
is passing away; that it has served 
{ts day and generation. People tell 
me on all sides: “We need white 
immigration: we can never contin- 
ue under the old order. It has 
caused both the negro and white 
man to pay a fearful penalty.” 


Even were scientific methods dis- 
covered today for eradicating the 


boll weevil, it would be impossible 
for the south to produce a full cot- 


ton crop. The assetS necessary for 


the production of cotton have ‘been 
depleted to a greater extent with- 
in the last two years than in any 
similar period during the last half- 
century. The south, like the other 
agricultural sections ‘of America, is 
loaded with a tremendous inflated 
debt incurred for the production of 
the crops of 1920 and 1921, and 
this burden alone means the cer- 
tainty of a short production and a 
complete change. Two billion, three 
hundred million dollarsis a stupend- 
ous sum, and yet this is what the 
south lost based upon the cost of 
production of the last two cotton 
crops. It is in propersics to the 
twelve billions of dollars lost by 
the agricultural producers of Amer- 
ica based upon the cost of produc- 
ing the last two crops and the sell- 
ing price. 

5 Small Cotton Crop. 

The.remedy for these conditions 
is to change the old, worn-out, hap- 
hazard system. The people of the 
south realize they cannot continue 


same and that they must place agri- 
culture upon a strictly economical 
business basis. No longer will they 
plant in faith, reap in hope and mar- 
ket by accident. Diversified agyicul- 
ture is a certainty. The producers 
must secure a price for their prod- 
ucts on a level which will enable 
them to receive cost of production 
plus a reasonable profit. The fact 
that the agricultural producers of 
America and the various lines of in- 
dustry that extended credits for the 

roduction of the crops of 1920 and 

921 are in the same predicament 
as the people of the south, eans 
the ahsolute certainty that these 
conditions are going to be changed 
for the better, and no section will 
show a greater change for the bet- 
ter than the south. 

For the present year, even with 
ideal seasons, we are facing the 
certainty of a small cotton crop. 
With adverse seasons common sense 


plainly dictates .the certainty of a 
record-breaking short crop, a crop 
even much smaller than the record- 
breaking small cotton crop of 1921. 
The law of cause and effect can 
have no other result. 

The world has been sick. Some 
months ago it stepped from its sick- 
bed. It has passed through its 


convalescent etage. The world will 
have an abnormal appetite for foo 

and clothing. From whence will 
these supplies come? While the world 
was sick, supplies exceeded demand. 
Now that the world is returning to 
health and vigor, demand will ex- 
ceed supplies, Which will mean fam- 
ine supplies, famine prices and the 
consumer will pay the penalty. 


A Rule of Economic 
Sanity Offered for 
Solution of Muscle 
Shoals Problem 


(From The Birmingham. News.) 

Both republican and democratic 
senators and representatives, com- 
posing the congressional delegation 


that visited Muscle Shoals, seem 
convinced that it would be a crying 
Shame and an economic blunder to 
permit that vast project to be di- 
verted from its original purposes. 
Senator Norris, chairman of the 
committee on agriculture of the 
senate, declared that congress must 
be “speedily called upon to, find a 
way to provide the funds neces- 
sary.’ He suggests that appropri- 
ations of approximately $7,000,000 
annually for three years, beginning 
now, to complete Wilson dam, would 
be the sensible, economic way to 
prevent further physical loss due to 
discontinuance of operations. 


Representative Hull and other 
members of the party are so thor- 


oughly sold on the proposition of 
immediate development that- they 
contend the government owes it to 
the people of the United States to 
proceed instantly. Representative 
James is frank to say that since 
visiting Muscle Shoals he has be- 
come a convert to the idea of de- 
velopment, whereas formerly he op- 
posed further “investment of govern- 
ment funds. These conclusions are 
merely typical of what is taking 
place in the minds of the commit- 
teemen upon whose final recom- 
mendations will hinge action of the 
congress on Muscle Shoals. 


Wednesday's news brought word 
from Sheffield of a suggestion of- 
fered by Victor H. Hanson, pub- 


lisher of The Birmingham News, 
looking to reconciliation of the dif- 
ferences existing between the lord 
interests and the Alabama Power 
company andtherelative responsi- 
bilities of the government to the 
American people, to Mr. Ford, and 
to the Alabama Power company 
with reference to its contract for 
the Gorgas plant. Here is sub- 
mitted a rule of reason to the ef- 
fect that congress should accept the 
Ford offer, “making it a part of 
the contract that Mr. Ford assume 
the government's contract with the 
power company, covering the pur- 
the Gorgas steam 
upon that ba- 
Ford and the pow- 
er company, through a fair ar- 
bitration, fix a price to be paid the 
Alabama Power company. The 
economic advantages of such a set- 
tlement are easy to be seen. Both 
parties to the controversy would be 
satisfied. Thousands of idle work- 
ers would be employed, and miilions 
of deMars put in circulation. The 
aspiyations of the agricultural and 
industrial interésts would be fully 
achieved. Mr. Hanson outlines a 
basis for settlement between the 
power company and Mr. Ford: 

The Gorgas steam plant cost, under war- 
time construction, approximately $4,400,060, 
and probably could be duplicated today for 
about 60 per cent of its original cost. ‘This 
would make its present worth about §$2,- 
600,000. This amount the Alabama Power 
company would pay over to Mr. Ford and 
the Alabama Power company would own 
the Gorgas steam plant. If the Alabama 
Power company elected to avail themselves 
of their option to buy the Gorgas steam 
plant from Mr. Ford, then Mr. Yord could 
take the money so received and constract 
a new steam power plant, in every way 
equal to the Gorgas plant, at some strate- 
gical point of his own selection. 

On the other hand, if the Alabama Power 
company did not care to avail themselves 
of their option to buy the Gorgas steam 
plant, then Mr. Ford would own it and 
have it available at all times for operation 
during low water on the Tennessee. In 
either event, I am reasonably sure that the 
Alabama Power company would willingly 
enter into a contract at a fair and reason- 
able price with Mr. Ford to supply him with 
all the current necessary for construction 
purposes pending the completion of Wil- 
a and the generation of his own cur- 
rent. 


Mr. Ford cannot object to having such 
a condition attached to his contract with 


the government. I believe he is sincere in 
his desire to get control of and develop 
this great industrial situation. It is the 
consensus Of opinion of those I have talked 
to that he is in dead earnest. He has 
gone so far as to say he will go the full 
limit of his ability and resources to gain 
control of Muscle Shoals. It seems clear 
to me that the other minor objections to 
Mr. Ford’s offer can be adjusted readily, 
with the Gorgas steam plant problem 
solved. At least there is food for thought 
in the plan and I earnestly hope this sug- 


gestion will help the committees in pe dow 


the probiem and finding a way to permit 
Henry Ford to bring about the greatest | 
industrial development of all times. \ 

Such a solution of the vexed ques-' 
tion of keeping Gorgas plant de- 
tached from the Muscle Shoals prop- 


erty seems calculated to bring about 
a just settlement, satisfying both to 
Mr. Ford and to the power compa- 
ny, Which contends that its contract 
with the government is perfectly 
valid. And whether settlement be 
made with Mr. Ford or with the 
government, through the _ iinstru- 
mentality of a fair board of arbi- 
tration, this suggestion of an equit- 
able compromise seems to bear the 
seeds of peace.

WHY ARE PIMPLES? 

Shdkespeare gave free rein to his 
romantic imagination when he adorned 
one of his characters with the rose of 
youth and equipped the reluctant 
schoolboy with a shining morning face. 
It isn’t quite normal for a boy or gir! 
to produce no crop of pimples in the 
teens. 

The ordinary crops of pimples ap- 
pearing about the forehead, chin, 
cheeks, and sometimes on the chest 
and back, along with a more or less 
excessive excretion of oil by the skin} 
and visible comedones (blackheads or 
whiteheads) in the piping time of 
youth, may be looked upon as a rathes 
wholesome sign. ‘There are several 
advantages in such @ crop, and no &e- 
rious drawbacks save the painful blow 
to the youngster’s vanity or pride. For 
one thing, a crop of pimples affords

physician from cultures of the bacte- 
ria present in the individual case. The 
bacterial origin of pimples should be 
borne in mind by the victim, whose 
own fingers so frequetly serve as in- 
dustrious gardeners, transplating, sow- 
ing and growing new pimples from the 
first one which is so affectionately 
fingered. ‘The rule of asepsis applies 
here, as in the care of boils, carbun- 
cles, erysipelas or any other pus germ 
infection: Touch not. If you break 
this rule, then your own comfort and 
safety, as well as that of others, hinges 
of the promptness and the thorough- 
ness with which you wash your hands 
with soap and water after the breeeh. 

In youth the sebaceous glands of 
the skin, which elaborate, the oil which 
keeps the skin soft, smooth, warm and 
clear, are not only working at top 
pitch but developing rapidly to keep 
pace with the extraordinary rapid in- 
crease in square surface at this period 
of our growth. Often. in fact, 
almost physiologically, this develop- 
mént of the sebaceous glands outstrips 
the general growth to a degree, the 
epithelial cells lining the gland ducts 
multiply too fast, resulting in more or 
less obstruction. retention of sebum, 
whiteheads, and, if the material be- 
comes discolored with dust or grime, 
blackheads.

Washington, April 5.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Political ob- 
servers at the capital have attached 
a peculiar significance to~the joint 
departure of Miss Alice Robertson, re- 
publican representative from Oklaho- 
ma, and Senator Willis, republican, 
Ohio, for Maine, where the coming 
congressional election will be watched 
with interest by both parties through- 
out the country. 

The two republican members left for 
the New England state yesterday, and 
will conduct a week’s campaign in be- 
half of the administration, it is said. 

The significance attached to their 
visit is that the woman’s vote is tv 
be considered a really big asset in all 
the coming primaries, to the end that 
the campaign in Maine will be started 
properly. ‘This, it is said, also offers 
an interesting side light on what the 
administration intends to do in regard 
to primaries now looming. 

Deputizes Others. 


With the avowed intention of keep- 
ing out of state politics, capital ob- 
servers says that President Harding 
}can keep his word, and deputize others 
to pull out the political chestnuts for 
him, it being generaliy conceded that 
Senator Willis and Congresswoman 
Robertson were yoked by the president 
for this purpose. 

Senator Willis, it is claimed, is more 
or less the handy man of the admin- 
istration. He was a college professor 
for a number of years and is credited 
with having a way that is popular 
with men and women With the only 
woman member of congress, and a. re- 
publican, as his side partner, there 
should be little left undone in the 
way of keeping Maine in the party 
columns, it is said.

Rosewater is not difficult to mak» 
You would find it an easy and de- 
lightful task during the weeks when 
the roses are at their fullect bloom. 
There are two formulas, One calls 
for four pounds of petals to ten quarts 
of water, the other es 10 pounds 
to eight quarts. The petals are ~«th- 
ered, packed in an_ earthen jar 
sprinkled with salt and kept covered. 
every day fresh petals are added until 
the amount is sufficient. 

The petals are then added to the 
water and ‘he entire quantity put over 
the heat boil, An enamel kettle or 
pan’ is best as the water must not 
come in contact with any metal, (but 
tin). A convenient way of making 
this is to boil a small quantity at a 
time in a tin or enamel tea Irettle, A 
niece of rubber tubing is fastencd over 
the. spout of the kettle, this should 
be passed through a pail of cold wa- 
ter so as to condense the steam. The 
distillate wich runs from the tube 
should fall into a glass or earthen- 
ware ‘tacle and the first o-ce 
should be reiected. 

The distillate or rosewater wld 
he Inosely worked and kept ir a cool 


dark place for several weeks. By this 
rime it will lese its rawness and de- 


ve..p its full odonr. It can then be 
decanted inio small bottles.

Conspiracy Plot 
Laid to Saphire 
And to Carpenter 


In an alleged conspiracy to defeat 
a whisky ease made by the govern- 
ment against Herbert R. Grayson, 
well-known Atlanta man, Attorney 
W. Paul Carpenter, former assistant 
United States district attorney, and 
Harry Saphire, former federal pro- 
hibition agent, were jointly indicted 
Wednesday by the federal grand jury. 

Saphire, who was the officer who 
arrested Grayson last August and 
charged him with possessing six 
quarts of whisky, is charged with 
accepting cash bribes in consideration 
of which he agreed to testify that he 
did not know for a fact that the bot- 
tles contained whisky. 

Conspiracy Charged. 

Attorney Carpenter is charged with 
conspiring with Saphire to violate sec- 
tion 135 of the criminal: code, which 
makes it a crime to obstruct or im- 
pede justice. The attorney is alleged 
to have been a party to the bribery 
agreement. 

During the conversation in Carpen- 
ter’s office, the government alleges, 
Saphire took several subpoenas for 
attendance in federal court out of his 
pocket and stated that in each of the 
cases the defendants had agreed to 
pay him more than he was charging 
Grayson to ‘fix’ the cases. 

The true bills were returned Wed- 
nesday following an investigation ex- 
tending over four months by local fed- 
eral quthorities. The probe into the 
alleged bribe conspiracy .was begun 
early in December when Herbert Gray- 
son, defendant in the case involved. 
told the district attcrney’s office of 
overtures made to him by Saphire, he 
Says. 

Carpenter Denies Charge. 

“It’s a dirty political lie.”’ was the 
reply made to the charge Wednesday 
night by Attorney Carpenter, when 
notified by The Constitution of the 
indictments. He added that until he 
has had an opportunity to study the 
charges he will not make a formal 
reply. He had not yet been served 
with a warrant. 

The case against Grayson. made by 


| Saphire when he claims to have pur- 


chased six quarts of fine whisky from 
him at Forrest avenue and North’ 
Boulevard, is still pending in the fed- 
eral court. It was recenfly ¢éalled 
for trial, but was checked until a 
later date. It was stated at the fed- 
eral building Wednesday that Gray- 
son has expressed his willingness to 
plead guilty when the case is called. 
Government Charges. 

The government alleges that Saphire 
went to Grayson’s office at 415 Healey 
building, during the-latter part of 
November, 1921,. and drew him into 
a discussion of the case, and told 
him that if-he would employ Attorney 
Carpenter that he. Saphire, and Car- 
penter, could “kill’” the case. 

About November 20, it is alleged, 
Saphire called at Grayson’s office 
again and induced Grayson t® go to 
Attorney Carpenter’s office on the 
third floor of the same building, to 
discuss the whisky case. 

At the meeting in Attorney Car- 
penter’s office, it is claimed, the at- 
torney agreed to defend the case for 
$100, and an additional $100 if he 
won the case. Grayson paid the law- 
yer a post-dated check for $100. At 
the same meeting between the three, 
it is alleged, Saphire agreed, with 
the approval of Attorney Carpenter. 
to testify at the trial that he was not 
positive that the bottles had con- 
tained whisky. and that for such tes- 
timony he was to receive $100 from 
Grayson. 

Woman’s Name Withheld. 

Saphire is also alleged to have 
agreed to have an important woman 
witness for the government out of 
the city when the case is called for 
trial. Saphire is said to have with- 
held the name of the woman from 
the government. She had been used 
as a “decoy” in the whisky transac- 


PILES CURED 
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HANDS DOWN 
DECISIONS 


New York, April 5.—Restoration 
of the stymit, barring of the steel 
shaft clubs from tournament play, 
and decision to charge admission to 
all championship tournaments were 
among decisions announced today by 
the executive committee of the United 
States Golf association. 

In restoring the stymie, the com- 
mittee makes the American game, in 
this respect, uniform with the royal 
and ancient play of Great Britain. 
The stymie was abolished in Jan- 
uary, 1921. 

Explaining its decision, the com- 
mittee says the stymie “belongs in 
golf.” 

“Ihe committee feels ‘with fhe 
steel shaft the lack of tension caused 
the club to act differently from the 
ordinary accepted shaft’ for ‘with 
wood, the limit of distance has prac- 
tically been reached.’ 

“Furthermore,” the committee 
adds, “experiments und tests show 
that an imperfectly jayed iron shot 
with the steel shafted weapon often 
gets results for the reason that the 
blade of the club has not turned 
even when entering too deeply into 
the turf. 

“In other words, it is felt that in- 
stead of making for good golf, it 
offers too much of an aid to im- 
perfectly played shots.” 

The decision to charge admission 
for championship tournaments was 
largely the result of agitation by a 
number of clubs over whose courses 
immense galleries have tramped. At 
meetings under the association’s aus- 
pices there will be a charge of $1 
a day or S85:a week. The committee 
ealls attention to the fact that such 
a charge is onl yin line with prac- 
tice of most sports, including tennis 
and football, and that clubs should 
be reimbursed for entertainment and 
damage to links. 

The committe is favorably consid- 
eting replacing the present sized 
championship ball with a larger one. 
Experiments have been begun, but 
poor weather conditions prevented 
completion and de-tsion was deferred. 
In changing the ball the committee 
aims to obtain a pellet of “greater 
durability.” 

Nothing has been decided about 
sending another American’ team 
abroad such as went to England last 
year. Official cognizance of the ad- 
vent of a British team, however, was 
taken. 

The stymie remains barred by the 
Western Golf association, composed 
of some 300 clubs. from Pittsburg 
to California, according to President 
Albert R. Gates, who said that while 
he personally had no objection to the 
stymie, the general sentiment record- 
ed since the annual meeting oppos- 
ed it. 

The steel-shafted club has been al- 
lowed in play by the Western asso- 
ciation, but Presfdent Gates said that 
his association might follow the lead 
of the U. S. G. A. in charging a 
nominal admission to tournaments. 
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tion, it is alleged. 

Saphire is said to have suggested 
to Attorney Carpenter and Grayson 
that Grayson testify that when Saph- 
ire had telephoned him the order for 
the six quarts, Grayson had recog- 
nized the agent’s voice, and in order 
to turn the trick on the officer, that 
he had put vinegar in the bottles in- 
stead of whisky. 

False Statements. 

Grayson reminded Saphire of recent 
lectured witnesses for falsifying, it 
is claimed, and Saphire is said fo have 
withdrawn the suggestion. He told 
Grayson, however, it is charged, that 
he was going to handle a similar case 
for Pete Cefalu in the same manner, 
and suggested that he be in attendance 
at court when Cefalu’s trial occurred, 
“to see how easy it is.” 

_ It will be recalled that Pete Cefalu, 
local taxicab man, was recently ex- 
instances where Judge Sibley severely 
onerated of a whisky charge when he 
testified that he had placed vinegar 
in the bottles to fool Saphiro, the ar- 
resting officer. In the Cefalu case 
Saphire testified that he did _ not 
examine the contents of the bottles, 
and practically admitted that for all 
he knew the bottles could have con- 
tained vinegar, as the defendant 
claimed. 

The indictment alleges that approx- 
imately $51 of the $100 said to have 
been promised Shapire by Grayson 
had been received by the former pro- 
hibition agent. 

Had Paid Fee. 

Government officials who conducted 
the investigation stated Wednesday 
that Grayson had already paid a $25 
retaining fee to another attorney to 
defend the case when Saphire induced 
him to employ Attorney Carpenter. 

Cash payments aggregating $51 
were made to Saphire by Grayson 
from time to time, it is alleged. Short- 
ly after March 1, it is claimed, Gray- 
son secured new offices in the Gould 
building, and soon received a call 
from Saphire. 

The former agent insisted on having 
some money, and was paid another 
dollar, it is said. On March 21, it 
is alleged, Saphire called at the Gould 
building office of Grayson and, after 
rehearsing the testimony he had 
agreed to give at the approaching trial 
he was paid two $5. bills. The re- 
mainder of the $51 was paid in small 
amounts from time to time prior to 
these visits, it is claimed. 

Saphire was served with a warrant 
early Wednesday night. Bond was 
set at $1,000 by John Dean Stewart, 
chief deputy clerk of the United 
States district court. When ques- 
tioned he merely denied the charge, 
and made no detailed answer.

PARKER WILL LABOR 
TO SUPPRESS K. K. K. 


New Orleans, April 5.—Acting on 
the opinion of Attorney-General A. V. 
Coco that Ku Klux Klan parades in 
any city, town or parish in Louisiana 
are in violation of a state law, Gov- 
ernor John M. Parker tonight said 
that he would attempt “immediately 
to suppress the order in Louisiana as 
far as possible.” 

The opinion of the attorney-gener- 
al, made public today, was the result

The generally firm ruling of for- 
eign exchange was also an encourag- 
ing factor, but the market soon turned 
easier under liquidation promoted by 
clearing weather in the southwest. 

Expectations of a bullish weekly re- 
port from the weather bureau and 
the eastern belt forecast for showers 
held selling in check during the morn- 
ing, but the weekly review read less 
bullishly than anticipated and _ the 
market was easier during the after- 
noon. 

July contracts sold off to 17.26 and 
December to 16.98, with the general 
list showing net declines of 9 to 20 
points in the late trading and closing 
at about the lowest prices of the day. 

There was probably some buying 
early on the views of local map read- 
ers who thought that the clearing 
weather in the southwest would be 
followed by unsettled conditions before

New Orleans, April 5.—A much bet- 
ter opinion of the new crop situation 
caused a gradual sag in the price of 
cotton today, following an upturn of 
4 to 7 points around the opening. Sta- 
tistics which showed increased sales 
of fertilizers and private telegrams 
to brokerage houses here, stating that 
young cotton was being chopped in 
some portions of southern Georgia, 
carried the market to its lowest, where 
it stood at net declines of 17 to 19 
points. The close was at practieally 
the lowest. May traded as low as 
16.65 and October as low as 16.31. 

Early advances were due to better 
cables than expected, but the market 
soon reacted because the weather map 
indicated less rain over the cotton 
belt, while the forecast called for dry 
weather in all states of the western 
belt. Following the weekly crop re- 
view by the government selling in- 
creased in.a very moderate way, for it 
was more favorable than expected and 
noted fast progress with planting in 
the eastern belt although, at the same 
time, it told of delay to getting the 
crop into the ground in portions of 
both the central and western belts. 

Figures on fertilizers by Hester 
placed total sales during March in 
eight cotton states at 810,446 tons, 
against 715,993 during the same month 
last year, bringing the grand total 
for eight months of the season up to 
1,361,382 tofis, against 1,372,321 dur- | 
ing the same period last year.

LOUD SPEAKER

received so loud that the receivers can- 
not be worn with comfort. The aver- 
age loud speaker will not make the 
signals any louder; it will simply con- 
centrate the sound to a certain extent 
and take away some of the tiny sound 
as heard in the receivers when they | 
are put on the table. 

Anothér thing that cannot be done 
with any degree of cuccess is adding | 
amplifiers to a crysta] set. If the 
beginner’s going to add*the amplifiers 
he may just as well install « vacuum 
tube detector also, as the battery will 
have to be purchased anyway. Using 
amplifiers with a crystal set is very 
apt to make the set “noisy,” and the 
operator will hear all kinds uf squeaks 
and squeals. This is especially true 
when the detector is being put in ad- 
justment.

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~ BRUTAIN RELIES 
ON WAR INTEREST 


London, April 5.—( By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—The British government 
hus addressed a note to the allies de- 
claring that, owing to the fact that 
Great Britain has to pay the interest 
on her debts to the United States, she 
reserves to herself the right to, call 
upon the allies in turn to pay the 
interest on their war debts to Great 
Britain. 

In this connection it is pointed out 
that Great Britain is now fully pre- 
pared to pay the interest due the Unit- 
ed States. 

The three-year agreement between 
Great Britain and the United States 
lapses May 15, from which time in- 
terest on the debt due by Great Brit- 
ain to the United States begins to 
arerue, so that Great Britain will pay 
six months’ interest the coming fali. 
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Similarly ‘the agreement between 
Great Britain and her debtors termi- 
nates almost immediately. 


FRENCH REPLY 
IS FORECASTED. 

Paris, April 5.—The French reply to 
the British note concerning interest on 
/ war loans by England is likely to be 
that the question is bound up with 
that of the inter-allied debts, which 
must be dealt with as a whole, says 
the Echo de Paris, quoting a _ well- 
informed source. Piecemeal payment 
will only hamper the settlement, the 
reply will say. a 

The British communication notified 
France that the three years’ conven- 
tion expiring at an early date would 
not be renewed. 

The undegstanding in French offi- 
cial circles has been that the whole 
question of tthe inter-allied debts will 
come up soon on the initiative of 
Great Britain, as the result of #: 
American funding bill requiring Me 
payment of interest on the debts of 
the allies, to the United States. As 
all of these operations are linked to- 
gether, it is held in French circles that 
a settlemente between any two coun- 
tries requires a general adjustment. 

The British foreign office is under- 
stood to have informed the French 
ambassador in London that the Brit- 
ish government will bring the question 
up, but the French foreign office de- 
elared today no formal note on the 
subject had yet been presented. 


TREASURY WITHOUT 
INFORMATION. 

Washington, April 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Beyond press re- 
ports of Great Britain’s preparation 
to begin the payment of interest upou 
her five billion war debt to this :cu- 
try, the treasury is without informa- 
tion on the subject. 

Great Britain, officials said today, 
has been reported as laying aside 
25,000,000 pounds Sterling in her bud- 
get for this year to meet interest pay- 
ments to this country. In Oc.ober 
the first semi-annual payment will fall 
due after the expiration of the three- 
year period during which by mutual 
understanding interest on the debt was 
deferred. : 

On Aprif 15, the deferred interest 
due from Great Britain, officials said, 
will amount to approximately $015,- 
000.000 but this sum, it has been 
understood, would be the subject of 
funding negotiations along with the 
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principal of the debt when the new 
debt commission begins working out a 
general liquidation scheme.

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HARDING SILENT 
UN SHOALS STAND

Chairman Kahn said the president 
regarded the question of disposal of 
Muscle Shoals as one for congress to 
determine rather than the executive 
branch of the government. The pro- 
posal to create a committee composed 
of representatives of three executive 
departments, emyowered to sell, lease 
or make other arrangements for future 
maintnance of the properties, recently 
advocated by Mr. Kahn, failed to re- 
ay the president’s approval, it was 
said. 

Objection to the committee plan, it 
was explained, were baged principally 
on the desire for congressional dis- 
cussion which would dispose finally 
of the Muscle Shoals problems without 
reference to the executive authorities, 
increasing their already burdensome 
responsibilities in the respective de- 
partments 

It was in deference to this thought. 
Mr. Kahn said, that he decided not 
to propose the commission plan to con- 
gress for adoption. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, chair- 
man of the senate agriculture commit- 
tee, reiterated his fielief at today’s 
meeting of that body that the senate 
would be unable at the existing session 
of congress to pass upon any of the 
private proposals on account of press- 
ing legislative bills, and to a lesser 
extent because of the anxiety of mem- 
bers to return home for participation 
in the political campaigns.

damage would have accrued to the 
city. 

The flood of 1919 had a volume of 
134.000 eubie feet per second and 
stood a little over 29 feet high, ac- 
cording to the weather bureau gauge. 
The flood of 1886, the greatest flood 
that had been recorded on the Chatta- 
hoochee prior to 1919, had a flow of 
only 93,700 cubic feet per second and 
a gauge height of 26.1 feet. 


Causes of Flood. 

“In the 1919 flood the damage was 
due to the top four feet,” said Mr. 
Hall. “The disasters now occurring 
on the Mississippi river are due to the 
breaking and undermining of levees 
which are the only possible protec- 
tion against floods on streams of its 
kind. 

“The Chattahoochee is a different 
kind of a river,” declared Mr. Hall. 
“It is a water power stream with 
steep grades. granite bedrock and 
valleys of varying width, with occa- 
sional shut-ins and narrows’ between 
the hills, all of which characteristics 
lend themselves to flood control by 
the means here proposed. 

“Widening the narrows and clear- 
ing out the trees and brush in the 
flood valley immediately below West 
Point will make a better outlet, while 
a dam and storage basin above West 
Point will hold back or detain part 
of the water that comes down the 
river at times of maximum flood, dis- 
tributing this maximum flow over a 
longer period. This will actually de- 
crease th> quantity passin: the city 
as a maximum in cubic feet per sec- 
ond.”’

ENTIRE NAVY WARNED 
AGAINST AGITATORS 


Washington, April 5.—Secretary 
Denby served blunt warning today on 
officers and men of the navy to guard 
themselves “ashore wnd afloat "from. 
the preaching of sovietism, commun 
ism and anarchy,” through a spevial 
order to the entire service waich de- 
clared that no lenience would be 
shown to men who “committed acts 
of disloyalty.” 

The order arose, Mr. Denby said, 
from the fact that his attention had 
been called to a “sinister propaganda 
by sailors having their origin in for- 
eign countrieg to undermine the morale 
of the navy and to insinuate into its 
personnel elements of disloyalty and 
disorder.” 


-“T have the most profound confi 
dence in the loyalty and devotion to 
the country of the commissioned and 
enlisted men of the United States 
navy forces,” the order continued. “I 
have no fear that men in any consid- 
erable number may at any time, any- 
where, be seduced from their alleg- 
iance to their country’s flag. 

“I fear only that some few of our 
men may be seduced innocently at 
first, when on shore, to join Societies 
having for their purpose the advance- 
ment of ideas contrary to our form 
of government or which may result 
in lawlessness. 

“IT am trying by this warning to 
save a few individuals wno might 
otherwise affiliate themselves with so- 
cieties seeking those things which can- 
not be tolerated in an oryanization 
sworn to uphold the constitution of 
the United States and obey all law- 
ful orders. Should there be such men 
in the navy today, it is almost cer- 
tain that if they do not disentangle 
themselves from affiliation with such
